doubt  that  Shakespeare  would  ever  put 
it  in  the  mouth  of  a  serious  man  who 
should  be  his  mouthpiece.  Hamlet  is  al¬ 
ways  halting,  befuddling  and  gibing 
himself,  and  his  highest  motive  is  re 
venge  demanded  by  superstition.  Shake 
speare  doubted,  but  not  thus  ;  he  makes 
Hamlet  express  his  cheapest  thought* 
about  the  matter — such  doubis  as  tbe 
sentimental  Priuce  would  be  likely  to  l>o 
pestered  by.  Ihe  dramatist  s  belief  in 
immortality  cannot  justly  be  argued  from 
this  play.  Nor  can  it  be  argued  from  any 
other  ;  indeed,  in  all  the  plays  the  word 
immortality”  occurs  but  once,  and  thst 
once,  singularly  enough,  in  • 'Pericles.
